2. Tbe proposed bond issue is a legi-

total llmil of SOOO.OOO. It does not In- 
volve any expenditure iu excess of the 
amounts 11 heady couteniplated and ap- 
proved by tbe Assembly iu 1903. 
On 


the contrary, by reaanu of letting out 
larger contracts' and building longer 
stretches, a great saving will surely re- 
sult, with a possible completion of the 
road system iu one-third tbe lime. The 
people of to day, consequently, will be 
permitted to enjoy ibe immediate ueue- 
nt of tbe uew roads. 


It Is obvious lhat the work on the 


roads sbould be laid out a year iu ad- 
vance, aud contracts made lu tbe au- 
tumn for tbe work of Ibe following sea- 
son. Under the present system, wbicb 
Is necessitated by the abaeuce of special 
authorilv iu tbe General Assembly, 
appropriations cannot be made until 
nearly the end of tbe legislative sesalou 
lu the spring. The most favorable 
time of the year for road-building is, 
therefore, • rendered unavailable. 


The bond Issue provides a ipecial au- 


thority by wblcb, within the limits of 
the amount authorized, tne General As- 
sembly may cause appropriation* lo be 
made available at Ihe nine when they 
cau be most prottlably employed.

The State House 
xiuds were Issued at intervals between 
1894 aud 1901 at 3 to 3J per cent. They 
were all sold at a premium, so that the 
actual interest charge is less thau the 
above rates. They are now worth 7 per 
ceut. premium on the maraet. 
Ten 
m eenl. of this State House debt has 
ilready been paid off aud the remaind- 
er so distributed thai H» payment will 
be scarcely felt. 


Attention sbould be called to the fact 
hat the bonds proposed for the State 
ioads aud State Armory are uot to be 
ssued all at one time, but at such times 
aud iu such amounts as the Geu'eral 
Assembly shall direct. 


5. All classes of voters should vote 
o approve this bond issue: those iu tbe 
cities, because anything that facilitates 
rausportation reduces tbe coal ot'every- 
.uiug which has to be carted mto tbe 
city; those who'dwell near the proposed 
system, because of the manifest advan- 
age to themselves; aud those whoso 
jouiee are remote from the Ural por- 
ious to be built, because each uew mile 
>riugs the State Road nearer to their 
doors; tbe main Hues being built, the 
irauch roads will soon be Improved by 
be local authorities. As Ibe rural pos- 
.al delivery has penetrated the country 
o distant farms at the expense of tbe 
uatioual government, tbe building of 
Stale roads sbould be pushed forward 
iv tbe State with tbe aniatauce of tbe 
towns, until the time shall come wbeu 
uiud roads will not be tolerated ou auy 
public highway.

which they are accredited aud with the 
commercial bouses with which tbey 
tiave business. It ta rare that an Ameri- 
can consul, unless be is an Englishman 
or a German, as Is frequently tbe case, 
can do this. Some improvement baa 
i>«en njade iu this respect in the last 
four years, but there Is yet great room 
Tor improvement not only iu our con- 
sular but lu our diplomatic service. 


An investigation Into the expendi- 


tures of the Government Printing Of- 
fice under Chairman Laudis" is under 
way and uo doubt recommendations 
will be made by which at least a mil- 
lion—it should be two million—of dol- 
lars will be saved lu this office alone.

be must be to justify his letting go. 
That depends. In a way, a man who 
bas been used to hard work all his life . 
should for'his health's sake never quit 
entirely so long as his strength lasts, 
but after he Is sixty we think that he 
has earned the right to do ouly just so 
much bard work as he feels like doing 
aud of just that kind which, he really 
likes to do. This should be the old 
mail's privilege.

We are asked what It was that de- 


termined the growth of trees along 
the margins of all streams in the 
prairie regions of the country, why 
there and not elsewhere. We think the 
reasons will be found as follows: The I 
alluvial soils of tlie river bottoms are j 
more congenial to tree growth than the I 
upland prairie soils. Then such soils ! 
command a more dependable supply of 
moisture, something Indispensable to 
tree growth. 
Then the periodical 


floods kept the banks of such streams 
constantly well supplied with tree 
seeds brought down by the water, 


and much pains to save a supply of all 
garden seeds, which they should be by 
all means allowed to do. 


A friend writes us Inquiring whether 


the fall la a good time to set out our 
common forest trees. If the ground Is 
well soaked, as It Is generally this fall, 
there Is no better time to set these 
trees than just as soon as they shed 
their leavea. If the ground 1* very 
dry It la better to wait until spring. 
Whenever set, however, the top of the 
tree should be cut back to correspond 
with the reduced root system. Forest 
trees should be of medium nice for 
transplanting, not over three Inches 
through, as then they will be more 
likely to live and will make better 
trees than If larger ones are selected 
for planting. We have had the beat 
tuccess In cutting the top down to • 
tare pole.

It Is almost certain that winter wheat 


could be grown quite a bit north of 
the present northern line of tlie winter 
Wheat territory If aome moans could 
be easily adopted to retain the winter 
iDowfull on the wheat. This could be 
done by planting corn six feet apart In 
rows, leaving the stalks out all winter 
and lowing the wheat In the well cul- 
tivated space between the rows. A 
field so treated would retain the snow 
all winter and perfectly protect tbe 
wheat. 
It In not the freezing which 


kills winter wheat, but the alternate 
thawliiK anil frcoilng And drying out 
of ilii' ground.

Mr. Tausey Is a young man, 


v ho came into prominence during last 
year's labor ttoubies. As president of 
the Textile Council and secreiary of Ibe 
Carders' Union of Fall River, he was 
chairman of Ibe coiiiuiillee of mill- 
workers who met Uov. Douglass iu 
joint session with the comiuilleeof mill 
owners, in answer lo tlie furiher ques- 
tion, "What do you think of women's 
rights?" Mr. 1'aiibey said: 


"1 should liketohee women have as 


full privileges as meu, iu so far aa they 
aie desirous ol them." 


"As secretary of tlie Carders' Union, 


you repretteut woiueu, do you uot?'' 


"1 do, about 1,1(10 women." 
"Arj they good trades-unionists?" 
"Women aie as good unionists as 


men—e.very bit. 1 should not like to 
say ihat they are better, but, certainly, 
they are as loyal, a» faithful, as gener- 
ous, every whit as uieu. They make 
good tigmers; they know their rights, 
aud ataud oui for them; aud, ou the 
other baud, they are equally amenable 
to reason aud accept the inevitable 
wheu n comes wilh just as much grace 
a* uieu. for this reason, I have uo 
doubt Ihat women may have as clear a 
vision iu public affairs as men, if they 
choose to interest tlieiuselve*. 


"Iu fact, uiy experience has beeu," 


concluded Mr. Tauiey, "that the mill 
girls of Fall Kiyer an, 
aa a class, 


spleudid women. This is, doubllesc, 
oue of lue reaa^us why Ihe moral tone 
of our city is as pure as it IB. We are 
uot all angels, but I believe this city is 
unusually moral. As a police commis- 
sioner, 1 feel proud to give il a clean 
bill of health." 


Mr. Tausey had already answered ttu 


questiou iu the opening sentence. For 
every woman, either native born or 
married to a citizen, is herself "u citi- 
zen of the United Stales aud of the 
Stale lu which she resides." If, there- 
fore, suffrage is the right of a citiseu, it 
is her right; if a privilege, it is her 
privilege. 


Mr. Tausey is not quite cousisleut iu 


limiting his wisu to see women possess 
Ibis privilege upon their manifestation 
of desire to exercise it. Suffrage IB uot 
withheld from meu until they signify 
their wish to vote, nor is it withdrawn 
from men wheu they fail to exercise it. 
it is every male citizen's privilege to 
vote, or uot lo vole, li should be every 
female citizen's privilege to vote or uot 
lo vole. 


Happily, . however, In every State 


where women have the full suffrage, 
they habitually do vole as generally as 
Ibe men, aud the uieu vote more gen- 
erally thau they did before women were 
made voters. Iu a factory community 
like Fall Kiver, tbe vote should be more 
thau doubled if women were enfran- 
chised. It should be tbe busiueM o; 
organized labor to secure aullrage foi 
women.—H. b. B.

The woman 
wno takes less is uo true American. Siie 
cannot be, for she is in conflict with the 
fundamental American ideal of equality. 
Tbe man who demands political rights 
for himself that he refuses to one-half 
the people it also uo true Ainericau. 


But both the evil spirits of submission 


to inequality aud of the Imposition of 
it are survivals of despotic ages and will 
inevitably 
yield to such blowj as 


scotched them at Salamis, Kunuy- 
rnede, Lexington, Independence Hall, 
uud 
wherever (iod and man have
